His 
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His Incention is to have all poffible Regard to, and 
Obfervance of Truth ; nor being without Hopes that his 
Want of Stile will be more than fufficiently made 
amends for, by the Redundancy of Incidents, that will 
prefent.chemfelves thro’ the whole Courfe of this little, 
tho’ difficule Work ; and that as the Munificence of the 
Deceas’'d, and his almoft unexampled Acts of Bounty, 
muft be of Profit and Ui to the Readers, in exciting 
their Admiration and Pratice, fo the many diverting 
Paffages in his Converfation, which was ever highly ac- 
ceptable to the moft delicate and judicious Underitand- 
ing, will be entertaining and delightiul. ; 
The Author could have with’d indeed, that the fame 
Learned and Judiciors Hand, which tranfmitred the 
Works of the Great Ear! of Qlarendon, with the Tranf- 
 attions of fo important a Life, to Fame and Immortality, ' 
would have oblig’d the prefent Age, and thofe that are 
to come, with the Detail of Occurrences equally benefi- 
cial ro Mankind ; fince A&s of Charity, fo diffufive as 
‘thofe of our Britifh Ajoulapies, if well defcrib’d, and 
vigoroufly entore’d, may have as great an Effet upon 
_ generous and wealthy Perfons, as Maxims of State, and 
Rules.for Politicians to ge by (tho laid down by Machi- 
avel himfelt) can have upon Minds.that.are bent towards 
the Knowledge of acquitting themielves prudently in 
Courts: Bur fince that celedrared, and moft eminent — 
Writer, has thought fe, thro’ the Avocations of “his 
Poft, to be as yet tilent on this Head, I fhall make it 
my Endeavour co follow the Direction of the Son .o 
Sirach, who advites us to Bomar a Phyfician with the Ho- 
nour that is due unto dine, fiance be bas deft a Name bebind 
him, that bis Peaifes may be reported ; tho fome there be> 
phat dave no diemorial, whe ave pervifhd, as though they bad 
newer been, and are become as though they bad never been 
born.» But this was amercifal Man, Xc. ’ 
_. His Name was Joke N RADCEIFFE, Son of 
 GrorGe and ANNE his Wife, the Daughter of one 
Mr. Loa ps, 2 Perfoa of a coniiderable Forqune. He 
was born at Wakefield in Te Ayre; and notwithftanding 
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thé Heralds (as appears by their Books) thought fir to 
difclaim his Father’s Prerenfions to bear Arms, as a 
Deicendant from the Radcliffes of Dilfton, in the County* 
of Northumberland , the Chiefs of which Family, had 
been Knights, Barons, and Earls, from Heary the IVth’s 
Time, to this very Day; yet the late Earl of Derwent- 
water, Sir Francis Radcliffe, acknowledg’d him for a 
Kinfman, and fuffer’ed Him to wear a Bend ingraild 
Sable, in a Field Argent, on his Coach, which none of 
the College belonging to the Earl-Marfhal, thought fit 
to except againft during his Life ; tho’ they have admo- 
nifh'd the Univerfity ot Oxford, not to ere&t any fuch 
Efcutcheon over, or upon his Monument, fince his De- 
ceafe. Note, the Earl above-mention’d, had the Title of 
Derwentwater conferr'd on him by the late King Fames, 
becaufe one of his Lordfhip’s Anceftors, Sir Nicholas 
Radcliffe, Marry’d the Daughter of Sir Zohn Derwent- 
water, inthe Reign of King Aenry the Vth, with whom 
he had in Dowry, the Place fo call’d. . 

To returnto what more néarly concerns us ; Mr. George 
Radcliffe, the Father of the celebrated Perfon, who is 
chiefly to be fpoken of thro’ the Courfe of the enfuing 
Narration, tho’ no Scholar himfelf, and addiéted rather 
to the cultivating and improving a moderate Eftate,near 
Wakefield, than the Puriuit of Letters, thought fit to 

~hearken to the Advice of fome of the Neighbouring 
Gentry and Clergy, who perceiv’d a towardly Difpofi- 
tion in the Youth; and inftead of breeding him up to 
the Exercifes of the Field, or the Bufineis of Trade, 
fent him to go thro’ his Studies in the School, which he 
happily compleated in that of Wakefield, as famous as 
any wharfoever in thefe Kingdoms, except thofe of 
Weftminfter, Winchefter, and Eton. This being done, by 
which the Foundation was laid for a more folid Super- 
ftruéture, he came to, and was admitted Member of 
Univer fity-College in Oxford, at the Age of 15 Years, in 
_Hilary-Term, 1665, where, having tor fome Time. ree 
fided as a Battler, (a Condition of Life there, berween 
a Commoner and a Servitor) by Reafon of his Father’s 
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having other Children to make Provifion for, after be had 
taken the Degree of Batchelor of Arts, he Determin’d with — 
_ great Applaufe in the Logick Schools, in Lent, 1667, 
and was made Senior-Scholar of rhe College before- 
nam'd. But no Fellowfhip falling for fome.Time there, 
he thought fit to leave the Society, tho’ with a grate- 
ful, Senfe of the Favours he had reccivd from the 
Mafter and Fellows there, and accepted of an Invita- 
tion from the Reétor and Fellows of Lincoln-Colleze, to 
be one of their Number. 

Here he was capacitated by the Increafe of his Sti- 
pend, and the Tendernefs of his Mother, (who was now 
become a Widow, and enlarg’d his Allowance) to pur- 
ine the Study of Phyfick, and rumthro’ the neceflary. 
Courfes of Anatomy, Chymiftry,and Botany, in which, - 
by Means of moft excellent Parts, he foon made a very 
great Progrefs.. The next Degree he had td take, 
was that of Mafter of Arts, to which he proceeded on 
the 4th of Fune, 1672, after having perform’d the Ex- 
ercifes that were preparatory: to it, with uncommon 
Applaule. ‘Tis to be confefs'd indeed, that he had but 
a tlender Opinion of Logical Altercations ; which, by the 
Help of a Parcel of Abftrufe Terms, and very formal 
tho’ immaterial Diftinétions, had, at this Time, obtaind 
much Credit amongft his Contemporaries, who were wont 
to make light of him on this Account,upon feveral Occa- 
fions » But his Proficiency in more Polite, as well as more 
advantageous Literature, foon made it appear, that his 
Acquirements were preferable to theirs , and thar whilft | 
they were bewildering themfelves in the dark Intricacies — 
of Modes, Figures, and Accidents , he, to che Admira- + 
tion of al that knew his Propenfity to chearful Conver- 
fation, grew daily more and more con{picuous for the | 
_ bright Advances that were made by him towards th 
- moft imporant Difcoveries. ohn 
_. The Bufineis he was intent upon, was no lefs than the 

Prefervation of Mankind ; and this he did not endeavour — 
to make himfelf Mafter of, by an ufelefs Application to — 
the Rubbifh of Antiquity, in old Mufty. Volumes, thar — 

sate) Pa requird 
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tequir’d Ages to be thoroughly perus'd, but by a careful 
Examination of the moft valuable Treatifes that faw the 
Light from modern Hands. His Books, while he was a 
Student in Phyfick, (for fo we muft term him, ’till he 
becomes a Praétitioner) were very few, but well chofen : 
So few indeed, as to make Dr. Bathurft, the Head of 
Trinity-College, (who, notwithftanding his Seniority in 
the Univerfity, kepe him Company for his Converfation) 
ftand ina Surprize, and ask, Where was his Study ? Upoir 
which, pointing toa few Vials, a Skelfeton, and an Her- 
bal, he receiv’d for Anfwer, Sir, this is Radcliffe’s Li- 
brary ; not unlike to the Reply thar was made by Age/i- 
laus, to fuch another Queftion, wherein it being demand- 
ed, Where were the Walls of Sparta? That King, point- 
ing, by way of Return, to the Ships in Harbour, faid 
Thefe ave the Walls and Bulwarks for its Defence. 

On the firft of July, 1675, Mr. Radcliffe went out 
Batchelor of Phyfick ,; by Virtue of which Degree, he 
was then at Liberty to put in Pra@tice that Knowledge 
which he had hitherto got apprizd of only by Theory 
and Speculation. In doing of this, he made it his Refo- 
lution to follow the Steps of the celebrated Dr. Wilffs, 
(who, tho’ he might be faid to have gone thro’ the 
whole Circle of Learning, had brought the Medicinal 
Part of it intoa very narrow Compafs ) which he trod 
in with fuch equal Paces, as to revive the Remembrance 
of that Great Man, and make him as much to'live in his 
Difciple, as in the Immortal Works He left behind him. 
At his firft Entrance upon the Stage of Attion, indeed, 
he met with fome Obftacles from the Apothecaries-: 
And Mr. Foulks and Mr. Adams,the moft Eminent of that 
Trade in Oxford, did what they could to decry his Me- - 
thod, which was contrary to that of Dr. Lydal, at chat 
Junéture the greareft’ Prattitioner-in the whole Uni- 
“verfity. The Dottor, for his:Part, went on in the old 

beaten Road, that had been: mark’d our for him fome 
‘Hundred Years before, by Hppocrates and Galen: 
_ whereby the Patients were kept in Hand, if not di- 
_Tpatch’d out of the Way, by improper Medicaments, 
| ee B 3 2 more: 
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more Months chan they needed to have been Weeks... 
Bot Mr. Race/ife, who, inftead of poring over a Multi- 
tude of Books, had read Men, and benefited more by 
a profitable and free Acquaintance with the Living, than. 


any one there, of the fame Profeffion, by making Com-> 


ments on the Buiky Wrirings of the Dead, overcame all 
Ditculties in fuch a Manner, by the Superiority of his 
Genius, that even chofe two Under-Spur-Leathers in thé 
Adminifration of Phyfick, were fore’d to make Intereft 
with him, to have his Prefcriptions on their Files... Mr. 
Luff, atrerwards Do&tor and Profeffor of . Phyfick 
to the Univerficy ;. and. Mr. Gibbons, now. Dottor, 
and a very eminent Practitioner in Lon-on, did what in 
them ‘ay to circumvent him with his Paricnts, and de- 
preciate him in his Charaer; the firft faying, The 
Cures be perform’d, were on/y Gueis-work ; and .the laft 
averring by Way ot Sarcaim, That it was a great Pity 
that bis Fricnds bed not made a Scholar of him. In Atte 
fwer to which, Mr: Radtelife gave him the Nick-name of 
Nurfe, becaule of che Slops, Caudles, and Dtet- Drinks, 
he was ever preferibing to thofe that advis'd with him 5 
not thinking the other of Confideration enough to de- 
ferve h's Notice. Yet thefe, and all other Obftacles chat 
were laid in his Way, did but add to. his Reputation. 
And the firft Year of his fetting out for the Purchafe of 
Wealth and Fame, was crown'd with fo miny fortunate 
and well-concerted Atchievements, that he was at once 
envy'd and admird by the greateft Artifts and Profici- 
ents in the Myftery of Healing ; .more efpecially for the 
‘Means he made ufé of in reftoring Perfons fick. of the 
Small-Pox. oM bas ull: ; 

_ This Diftemper, at rhat Time, was grown toa great 
Head in the City of Oxford, and Parts adjacent, and 
prov'd very fatal, as well. as Epidemical ; the reft of

the Phi ficians ftill. continuing to trudge on in the anci- - 


ent Method chat had been dittated ro them by their 


ore-fathers 5, tho’ the Nature of the Diftemper, and an 
unufual Alteration in, che Temperament of the Seafon, 


requir'd another fort of Practice. Wherelore, upon 
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Application to Mr. Radcliffe, who (being happy in his’ 
Conjectures about the Caufes of any Malady, knew, by 
removing them, how to prevent cheir Confequences) 
by giving his Purtenes Air, as alfo cooling Emulfions, 
¢xc. and not ftoving them up, as was done by rhe Gale- 
nifts ot thofe Days, ref{cu’d more than a Hundred from 
the Attacks of Death , which gave Wings to his Reputa- 
tion, and caus'd the Report of his almoft unerring Skill, 
to be carry’d far and near. 

But whar fix’d it in a higher Orb, and bore it above 
the Keach of any one of his Competitors, was a remark- 
able Cafe in the Cure of the Lady Spencer at Yarnton, 
fome few Miles from Oxford. This Lady had been under — 
Dr. Lydal’s and Mr. Mufgrave’s Hands for fome Time, 
withour any Relief from their Prefcriprions, and with- 


out Hopes of a Recovery froma Complication of Di- 


{tempers ; *till Mr. Dormer, who had Marry’d her Lady- 
fhip’s Diughter, puc her in Mind of Mr. Radcliffe’s Suc- 
cels,and prevail’d wich her to fend for him.Which being 
accordingly done, his Advice very happily fer her upon 
her Legs again in three Wecks Time, after fhe had been 
in 4 languithing Condition more than fo many Years; 
and reftor'd a decay’d Confticution, in fuch a Manner, 
to its wonted Vigour, that fhe liv'd to a very great Age, 
even to fee her Grand-Children’s Children. 

Nor did the Report of her unexpected Recovery fall 
fhort of the Merits of him that occafion’d ir, fince her 
Ladyfhip’s Alliance to feveral noble Families on her own 
Side , and many more on the Part of her Husband, 
Sir Thomas Spencer, made him in great Efteem with thofe 
that held their Extraction from the Worthampton, the 
Sunderland, the Carnarvan, and Abingdon Houfes. In a 
word, his Reputation increas’d with his Experience, as 


his Wealth grew greater and greater by the Means of 
his Practice ; and he was not Two Years Batchelor of 
_ Phyfick, when there was fcarce any Family of Credir 
that was not beholden to him for the Prefervation of 
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one, or more Lives ; the little Artifices of his Rivals, 
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that were intended to deaden the Progrefs of his Fame, 
‘ 


ferving only to fpread it much wider. | 
Amongft others that endeavour’d to do him what ill 


Offices Jay in their Power, Dr. Marfhal, the Rector of — 


Lincoln-College, who could not forgive Mr. Radcliffe fome 
Remarks he had made on his Parts and Conduct, (noe 
much to his Advantage ) difcover’d his Enmity to him, 
by oppofing his having a Faculty-Place there, which 
would have been a Diipenfation from taking Holy Or- 
ders ; the Fellows being enjoin’d by the Statutes, with- 
out fuch a Conceffion, at. fo many Years ftanding, to- 
enter into them. This was inconfiftenct with the Profef- 


© _ fion which he was already become fo great an Ornament’ 
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\ dies in which he had made fo great a Progrefs. After: 


to, and by which he had it in his Power to be one Day 
or other a great Benefactor to that Houfe, (as he would’ 
mioft affuredly have been) and therefore he chofe rather’ 
to fling up his Fellowfhip, than not go on.with the Stu- 


his Refignation, which was in the Year 1677, he was’ 
defirous of keeping his old Chambers, and refiding im 
them asa Commoner ; but meeting with fome ungenteel- 
Ufage, on that Account alfo, from Dr. Marfbal, he 
thought fit to leave that (then) inhofpitable Sociery,. 
and to refide elfewhere in the Univerfity, there -to con- 
tinue till he fhould be of ftanding to take his Doétor’s 
Degree, and have an Opportunity of enlarging the Sphere 
of his Prattice elfewhere, upon the Demife of any of 
the moft noted Phyficians that gave their Attendance in 
London, or refided at Court ;. which were Places of 
greater Refort, and confequently would’ yield greater: 


_ Advantages to thofe that dwelt near “em. 


- On the sth of Fuly, 1682, Mr. Radcliffe went out- 
BDottor in Phyfick, and Grand Compounder- ; which. 
made it appear, beyond Contradiction, that:his Abilities, . 
as to Matcers of Eftate, were much larger, than given. 
out by fuch as would traduce his Memory by the Pover« 
ty of his Parents, and the Meannefs of his Extrattion -;. 
becaufe, no Perfon can go out Grand-Compounder, that. 
has nor 40/, per Ann. and the Dogtor could not have: 
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done this, had he not been poffefs'd of fo much by 
Right of Inheritance ; for to that Time he had made no 
Purchafe, tho’ he had acquir’d wherewith to make one. 
iBeing thus gor to the Summit of thar Hill, (which the 
Rules of the Univerfity made him climb gradually ) and 
arriv’d at the higheft Pinacle of Honour he could gain 
n his Paffage, thro’ all the Examinations and Exercifes 
which were néceffary to qualify him for the greareft 
Dignity in Phyfick ; he made it his Bufinefs to difcoun- 
jcenance and explode the Attempts of all Quacks and 
Untermeddleys in that Art; more efpecially, to ridicule a 
‘Sort of Enthufiafm that had then obtain’d among the 
Pi/spot Prophets, ca\’'d Urinal Cafters, all over the Natt- 
jon. The Apothecaries, and other Smarcerers in the Art 
1of Pharmacy, had, in order to draw People to them, 
iZiven out, that they could as well cure People at a Di- © 
iftance, as by perfonal Attendance, of al] manner of Hu- 
iman Maladies, by a Sight of their Water, which would 
|be of great Ufe to Patients, who, by Reafon of their 
iInfirmities, could not. apply fur Relief to chem, or of 
itheir Poverty, could not pay for Vifits, at their own 
(Homes, This had worm’d the Country out of miny a 
ifweer Penny, and Crowds of Men and Women went 
idaily to them, with Vials, Bottles, gc. for a definitive 
‘Sentence, in their Husbands, Wives, and Children’s Cae 
ifes. Among the reft. to whom fhou'd one of thefe cre- 
idulous Women come, with af Urinal in her-Hand, but 
100 Dr. Radcliffe? The good Woman dropp’d a Court'fy, 
sand told him, that fhe had heard of his great Fame at 
‘Stanton, and that fhe made bold to bring hima Fee, ay 
which fhe hop’d his Worfhip would be prevail’d wit 
ito tell her the Diftemper her Husband lay fick of, and 
to prefcribe proper Remedies for his Relief. Where ws he ? 
cries the Dottor. Sick in Bed four Miles off, tays the Pe- 
ticioner. And that’s bis Water, no doubt ? cries the Que- 
rift. Yes, and it pleafe your Wwfbip, fhe replies. And 
being ask’d what Trade he was of, tells him, that of A 
 Boot-maker. Very well, Mifirefs, cries tne Examinant ; . 
and taxing the Urinal, empties it into che Chania Ee 
Lo | an 
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and then filling it with his own Water, difmiffes hery 
with this Advice: Take this with you Home to your Hul- 
band, and if he will undertake to fit me witha Pair of 
: Boots by the Sight of my Water, I'll make no Queftion of 
prefcribing for his Diftemper, by a View of his. 

In 1684, having, by his Praétice in Oxford, and the: 
Counties adjacent, acquird great Riches; he came to) 
London, and ferrling in Bow-/treet, Covent-Garden, was 
extreamly follow’d for his Advice, which brought him! 
into great Requeft at Court, and elfewhere : fo muchi 

te rather, becaufe Dr. Lower, whofe Intereft then be-- 
gan to decline amongft the Chief of che Nobility, for: 
his efpoufing Whig-Principles, grew daily more and more? 
out of Repure; and he had none but Dr. Thomas Short,, 
a Roman-Catholick, to contend with for the Prize off 
Phyfick ; which indeed the latter carry’d, more on Ac-- 
count of his Religion, which was for that, and fome: 
Years following, prevailing at Court ; but he dying in| 
the latrer End of Sept. 1685, moft of his Practice de-. 
volv’d on the former. Dr. Whiffler, indeed, and fome: 
others, as Sir Edmund King, gc. came in for their Share: 
of Patients in other Parts of the Town ; ‘yet, tho” the: 
one was principal Phyfician to the King, and the other’ 
in great Efteem with fome of the wealthieft Merchants) 
‘in the Ciry, there was fcarce any Cafe worthy of a Con-: 
fultation, but Dr. Radcliffe was call’d to it: So that he: 
had not been a Year in Town, but he got more than) 
Twenty Guineas per Diem, as his Apothecary , Mr. 
Dandridge, who himfelf dy’d worth so0oo0o/, by his 
Means, has often affur’d me. 1 

His Conversation at this Time was held in as good 
Repute, as his Advice; and what with his Pleafantry 
of Difcourfe, and Readinefs of Wit, in making Replies 
‘to any Sort of Queftion, he was a diverting Companion 
“to the Jaft Degree ; infomuch, that he was very often 
fent for, and prefented with Fees for pretended Ail- 
ments, when the real Defign of both Sexes, that were 
equally delighted with him, was to reap Advantage by 
his way of Talk. Not buc he was often out of Humour 
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pac being deale with afcer thac Manner,:and would fre- 
quently give biting Replies to fuch as were preffing 
‘wich him for his Prefcriptions upon trifling Occafions. 
A \Perfon of Quality, who had very much befriended 
Litt in many remarkable Inftances, but in none more 
pe his incerefting himfelf in advancing the Doétor’s 
Credit among Perfons of the firft Rank, had, by Means 
pof the Hypocondria, a great Fancy that he was ex- 
ptreamly out of Order, when nothing at all ail’d him. 
\Whereupon Meffage after Meflage was fent for his 
iPhyfician in Ordinary, but no Anfwer given in Return 
rt0 it, excepting that his Lord{hip did not know when he 
‘was well, for he was in perfect Health, if he would but 
ithink himfelf fo. At laft, for fear of carrying the Jeft 
:too far, and of entirely difobliging him, he came, and 
sask’d the Nobleman where his Pain was? Who faid, 
-afcer much Hefitation, and various Pointings to this and 
‘that Part of his Body, which was altogether undifturb’d 
‘by any Thing like it, That he had a ftrange Singing in 
ihis Head. If it be fo, cry'd the Dottor, I can preferibe 
ito your Lordfpip no other Remedy, than that of wiping your 
A —f{e with a Ballad. After this Manner curing his 
|Lordfhip’s Malady, by making a Jeft of it. 

In 1686, Her Royal Highnefs the Princefs Anne of 
i Denmark, was pleas’d to make the Doftor her Principal 
\Phyfician, in which Station. he continu’d ’till towards 
-the latrer End of King William’s Reign, as fhall be here- 
_ after more particularly mention’d. | 

In 1687, Wealth continuing to. flow in upon him 
with very plentiful Streams, he began to caft an Eye 
‘upon the Fountain from whence it was derivd, the 
Jearned Society of Univerfity-College, at that Time go- 
‘wernd by Mr. Obadiah Walker, a Gentleman in every 
.other Refpect worthy of Honour and Efteem, had he 
hot unfortunately comply’d with the Religion of the 
unhappy Prince then Reigning: Out of Gratitude to 
that College, wherein he had receiv’d the beft Part of 
his Education, he, at his own proper Charges, caus’d 
the Eaft-Window over the Altar there, ( which is look’d

Father Szunders, one of the Court-Chaplains, and ane 
ther Dominican, had ir in Command from the King, t 
ufe what Solicitations fhould be thought needful, t 
bring him over to their Communion, with the reft ¢ 
the Converts they were then making. According! 
they were very preffing with him to fave his pée 
Soul, as they term’d it, by embracing a Religion, wit 
out which, he was to expeét no lefs than eternal Dar 
nation in the World tocome. The Doétor heard wha 
they had to fay for fome Time, and then told then 
That he held himfelf obligd to his Majefty, for his chars 
table Difpofitions to him, in fending them to him on fo goc 
an Account as the faving his Soul, which he would endec 
vour to fhew his Acknowledgments of, by hw Duty an 
Loyalty: But if the King would be gracioufly pleas a to le 
Aim jog on in the Ways he had been bred up in, during thi 
Life, be would run the Rifque of incurring the Penaltie 
they threater’d him with, in that which was to come 
As for the Inftances they gave him, by way of Ex 
ample, of a Temporal and a Spiritual Lord’s Defeétio: 
‘from the eftablifh'd Church, he alledg’d, That it. wa 
more the Bufinefs of a Bifhop and a Statefman, to mak 
curious Refearches into Matters of Revelation, than of . 
Phyfician; and befought his Majefty, our of his Grac 
and Favour to all his loving Subjets, to Jet him con 
tinue in the Religion of the latter, which would neithe, 
endanger his Government in Church nor State. How 
ever, Solicitations were mot wanting from — anothe: 
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Quarter, and Mr. Walker, whom I juft mention’d, had 
Orders from above, to write to him, which he did 


-Yeveral times ; not. only fetting before him the great 


Advantages he would receive hereafter by his Ad- 
miffion into the Pale of the-Romifh Church, but the 
Benefits that would attend him in this Life. But as 
hone of thofe Letters can be procur’d, excepting one, 
which feems to be the laft that was fent him on 
the Subject of Religion, I fhall here infere it, with the 
Dottor’s Anfwer.

Nor did the Doétor, when the Neceffity of the Times, 
in the fucceeding Revolution, which follow’d this Epi- 
ftolary Intercourfe by che Heels, prove otherwife than 
a conftant Friend and Benefactor to this Great Man: 
For though he could not be induc’d to adhere to his 
- Opinion in Matters of Keligion, he would always abide 
by his Determination in Points of Learning ; and out of 
a generous Senfe of the Preffures Mr. Walker labour’d . 
under, on Account of his Non-compliance with the Go- | 
vernors that were fet over us, by the late King Fames’s 
Abdication, from the Time of his firft coming to Lon-. 
don, after the Scene of Affairs was chang’d in Oxford, 
gave him the Allowance of a very handfome Compe- 
tency, to the Day of his Death; not even holding him- 
felf content to fupply him to his lateft Breach, but con- 
tributing largely to his Funeral Expences, that he might 
be conduéted honourably to his Grave, in Pancras 
Church-yard, where he was privately interr’d; and 
fome Years after, a very decent Monument was eretted 
to his Memory, with the two firft Letters of his Name, 
O.W. in a Cypher, and this modeft In{cription.

the Doftor excus’d himfelf, from the Multiplicity of 
Prattice he was chen encomp:fs'd with, and the dange- 
rous Strate of Health many ot his Patients were in, 
which reguird his conftant Attendance: By this: 
Means avoiding the Imput:tion of chat Guile he might: 
otherwife have contracted, had’ nor che Revolution 
enfu’d, wherein the Throne was declar’d Vacant, and 

fill’d up by King William and Queen Mary. ; 

Alterations in Aifairs of Stare, made.none in his 
Practice ; for though the famous Dr. Bidloe came over 
with che new King, as his chief Phyfician, (and it is: 
cuftomary tor che Courteo have a more than. ordinary 
Regird tor one in chat Qualiry ) yer Patients increas’di 
‘Bpon his Hands, by the Means of that very Rival, who, 
it was {uppos'd, would engrofs them. For Dr. Bidloe,. 
wiio w.is otherwife expert in che Knowledge of Phyfick,, 
and knew how to preicribe proper Medicaments,. when 
he hic upon the Diftemper, was not fo happy in his, 
Conjectures as Dr. Radcliffe; and very often, by mi-- 
flaking the Nature of an Englifh Confticution,. fubjetted:

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thofe that advis’d with him, to the greateft Hazards: 
By which the Reputation of the latter grew daily more 
and more prevailing, and got the Start of all his Com- 
-petitors to fuch a Degree, chat even his Majefty’s Fo- 
reign Attendants, Mr. Bentinck, ( afterwatds Earl of 
Portland) and Mr. Zuleftein, ( Earl of Rochford) ap- 
plyd to him in Cafes of Neceffity, wherein he al- 
ways difplay’d his Skill to the greateft Degree; the” 
firft being curd by him of a violent Diarrhea, thar had 


brought that great Favourite almoft to the Point of 


Death ; and the laft, ( who was very corpulent, ) of a 
Lethargy, which had been attempted by all other Hands 
in vain, : ) 

The Reftoration of Two Perfons fo dear to the 
King, to their perfect Health, could not but caufe his 
Majefty to have an Eye towards him that was the In- 
firument of it next under God; therefore that Prince 
not only order’d him 500 Guineas out of the Privy- 
Purfe, but made him an Offer of being fworn one of 
his Majefty’s Phyficians, wich a Salary of 200/. 
Annum more than any other. The Prefent was only - 
accepted, and the Poft refasd: Becaufe the Doétor, 
very cautioufly confider’d, that the’ Settlement of the ‘ 
Crown was but then in its Infancy, and that Accidents 
mighe intervene to difturb the Security of it. Befides, « 
as Body-Phyfician to the Princefs of Denmark, ( whofe 
Service he we" more inclin’d to, from the high Efteem | 
fhe had always entertain’d for him,) he had a very 
competent Allowance, and ftood in need of no Ad- 
dition toir, which would rather leffen the Fees arifing 
from his Praétice, than increafe them, fince he was. 
too wellappriz’d of the good Inclination the King bore 
him, not to imagine he would fend for him upon all 
urgent Occafions, and when he did, fo reward him, — 
thar it would more then earn te a fix'd Salary. 
Nor was-he out in his Judgment, for the weak Con- 
‘dition his Majefty had been always in, from his Child- — 
hood, -by Flux of Rheum, and an Afthma, (the laft of — 
which Diftempers the Dottor was every where cryd 
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p for curing ) made him fo very often call’d upon for 
lis Affiftance, that the Writer of thefe Memoirs can 
ver, that he has heard the Dottor more than once 

twice declare, That one Year with another, for the 
vft eleven Years of his Reign, he cleard more than 600 
‘uineas for his bare Attendance on the King’s Perfon, ex- 
tufive of the Great Officers. ) 
‘Te will not be much out of the way, co infere a — 
iverting Paflage between Sir Godfrey Kneller, the King’s — 
shief Paincer, and the Dottor, fince it happen’d near 
is Time ; and tho’ tiot altogether fo advantageous to © 
the Doétor’s Memory, as the Generality of his Szrca- 
‘ical Replies, yet it will be of Ufe to bring in a very 
fappy Turn of Wit from him that fpeaks in Re- 
sindre to it. The Doftor’s Dwelling-Houfe, (as has 
seen faid before, ) was in Bow-Street, Covent-Garden, 
whereunto belong’d a very convenient Garden, that was 
pontiguous to another on the back of it, appertaining to - 
hit Godfrey, which was extreamly curious and inviting, 
ern the many Exotick Plants, and the Variety of 
“lowers and Greens which it abounded-with. Now, 
2s one Wall divided both Inclofures, and the Dofétor 
aad fome Reafon from his Intimacy with che Knighr, — 
00 think he would not give a Denial to any reafonable 
Requeft: He took the Freedom, when he was one 
Day in Company with him, after extolling his fine 
Parterres, and choiee Collection of Herbs, Flowers, ¢o'c. 
vo defire the Liberty of having a Door made, for a 
tree Intercourfe with both Gardens, but in fuch a 
manner as fhould not be inconvenient to either Fa- 
mily. Sir Godfrey, who was, and is a Gentleman 
of extraordinary Courtefy and Humanity, very readily 
pave his Confent: But the Dottor’s Servants, inftead _ 
ot being ftrict Obfervers of the Terms of Agree- 
ment, made fuch a Hayock amongft his Hortulanary 
ICuriofities, that Sir Godfrey was out of all Patience, . 
land found himfelf oblig’d, ( cho’ in a very becoming 
Manner ) to advertife their Mafter of it, defiring hinr 
o : to 
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eo admonifh them to forbear fuch Infolencies: Yet, not-- 
withftanding this Complaint, the Grievance continu'd. 
unredrefs'd; fo chat che Perfon aggriev’d, found himfelf! 
under a Neceffiry of letting him that ought to make 
Things eafy, know, by one of his Servants, That he’ 
fould be obligd to brick up the Door, in cafe of his Com- 
plaints proving ineffeéfual. To this, the Dottor, who 
was very often in acholerick Temper, and from the 
Succefs of his Praétice, imagin’d every one under an 
Obligation of bearing with him, return’d Anfwer,. 
That Sir Godfrey might do what he pleasd with the 
Door, fo that he did not paint it; alluding to his Employ- 
ment, in which none was a more exqnifite Ma- 
fter. Hereupon the Foot-man, after fome Hefitation. 
in che Delivery of his Meffage, and feveral Com- 
mands from his Mafter, co give it him Word for 
Word, told him asabove. Did my very good Friend, 
Dr. Radcliffe, say fo? eryd Sir Godfrey: Go you 
bach to him, and after prefenting my Service to him, 
tell him, that I can take any Thing from bimy. 
but Phyficke A Reply more biting than true, though 
allowable, from what he had receivd from the 
Aggreffor. So, if the one was at the height of 
Excellence, in his unequalld Skill in. Phyfick, the 
other had atcain’'d to as con{ummate an Experience, 
in the Art of Puinting. 

Towards the latcer End of 1689, after the Doctor 
had been at-Badminton, the Seat of che chen Duke of 
Beaufort, (who could not ciofe in with the Meafures of 
the Revolution, and kept his Refidence airogecher there) 
and reftord his Grace after a Months Abode in that 
Place, (cho’ given over by all che Phyficians at the Bath,, 
&c.) toa pertect State of Heaich, he was again fent for 
to his Majefty, whom. he found in a dangerous Conditi- — 
on, throvgh the Means of his old Diftemper. Dr. Bidloe,. 
Dr. Laurence, and the King’s other Phyficians, had ply’d: 
him. with Aperitives, to open his Stomach, and give: 
him. the Ufe of free Breathing, to little or no Eitect 5. 
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that his Majefty’s Cure was Icok’d upon to be very 
azardous, without fome other Meafures: When Dr. | 
adcliffe, perceiving that the Rheum dripping upon. 
's Lungs, would be of fatal Confequeuce to him, if 
ot otherwife diverted, order’d him a gentle Salivation, 
“hich was repeated feveral Mornings , and, by keeping 
im fpitting, for the Space of half a quarter of an 
Cour, was the only Means that preferv’d his Life Twelve 
“ears longer, and enabled him to take the Field {oon 
ifter in Ireland, and to have fo great a Share in the Vi- 
tory at the Boyne, where his Majefty had the fupreme 
sommand. ) ! 

In 1691, the young Prince William, Duke of Gloucefter,  * 
fon to their Royal Highneffes the Prince and Princefs of 
Yenmark, at that Time under the Care of the Lady 
ritzharding, ac a Houfe near Kenfington, was taken vio- 
ently ill of fainting Fits , a Diftemper that had been 
fatal to moft of thetr Children, infomuch that his Life 
was def{pair'd of by all the Court-Phyficians, Dr. Rad- 
liffe being ac that Time in Attendance upon the Earl of 
Berkley, at kis Houfe near Epfom. When being fent for 
py an Exprefs, the Doétor firft defir'd of the Queen and 
Princefs, who were to be both prefent, that they would 
cely folely upon him, without the Intervention of any 
other Prefcriptions ; and fo, by fome few outward and 
snward Applications, reftor’d his Highnefs to fuch a 
State of Health, chat he never had any Thing like a De- 
sirium, from thence forward to the Day of his Death. 
This unexpeéted Cure of an Infant nor quite three Years 
of Age, had fuch an Influence upon Queen Mary, who 
conftantly vificed the Child, (tho’ there was fome Cold- 
mefs then between her and her Sifter) that fhe order’d 
ther Lord Chamberlain, at that Time the Lord Villers, 
afterwards Earl of Ferfey, to prefent the Doctor with a 
47000 Guineas. ‘ ; 

The Fame of his Medicinal Atcheivements, was how 
rifen to fuch a Height, that happy was he who found 
thim at Leifure to vifit his Friend or Relation ; and mae : 
i. thofe 
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thofe that glean’d. after his Praétice, had Employment) 
fufficient to put them in a Condition to make contide-. 
rable Figures. This, Dr. Gibbons, who liv’d in his Neigh 
bourhood, found «xperimentally true ; for che Refule of 
Perfons of all Diftinctions, ot Covrfe made Application: 
to him, whereby he did not ‘get lefs than 1000/, per: 
Annum, which otherwife muft have devolv’d upon the: 

other. ; % 
Hitherto the Dottor, who had heap'd up great Wealth,, 


\ feem’d to have met with no unlucky Difappointtnents,, 


either in his Practice, or his other Worldly Affairs ; but: 
in the Year 1692, Forcune refolv’d co turm her Back 
upoa him, and to let him fee, that che moft profperous. 
Condition of Life is to be chequer’d with fome Croffes,. 
The Dottor, amongft other Acquainrance, had contra-. 
éted a great Familiarity with Mr. Thomas Betterton, 
the famous Tragedian ; who, for his excellent Perfor- 
mances on the Stage, was call'd the Englifh Ro/cius. 
Now, this Gentleman, who had acquir’d fome Riches 
himfelf, from the Encouragement of his Labours, by 
the Solicication of a Friend, Sir —~-.——, Father to 
the Wife of Mr. Bowman the Player, had depofired. 
200o/. as a Venture, in an Interloper that was ready to. 
fet Sail forthe Eaft-Indies, and having a Profpeé of a 
very good Return, was urgent with the Dogar likewife 
to be an Adventurer ; and prevail'd {o far, that he very: 
readily laid down s000/. more, not without Hop:s of 
increafing that Sum threctold, when the Ship thould 


come back again into Port. The Voyage was aca 


cordingly made fuccefsful in her Ontward-bound Paf= 
fage ; when having, (to avoid the French Privateers, in 


her return Home,) put into Ireland, and finding no Con- 


voy was ready, fet out for England without one, and was 
taken by the Marquefs de Nejmond, with all her rich 
Equipage, which amounted to more than 120000/. A 
Lofs that broke Mr. Berterton’s Back, bur did not (cho’ 
very confiderable) much affeét the Doftor : For, when 
the News of this Difafter was brought to him at the Bull- 
Mead Tavern in Clare-Market, where he was sabi 
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rith feveral Perfons of the firft Rank, and they con- 
ofd wich him on Account of his Lofs, without baulk- 
ig his Glafs, wich a fmiling Countenance, he defir'd 
1ém to go forward with the Healths that were then in 
ogue, faying, That he bad no more to do, but to £0 up 
50 Pair of Stairs to make himlelf whole again. | 

In the fame Year, the Mafter of wWniverfity-College 
tho. fucceeded Mr. Walker, being dead, the Place was 
ffer’d, by thofe that had the Donation of it, to 


ge ; but upon his Refufal, conferr’d upon Dr. Arthur 
harlet, the prefent worthy Incumbent, then Fellow of 
Yinity-College, This Gentleman, who was particularly 


‘ith him when at the Univerfity, omitted no Oppor- 
inity of putting him in mind of the Engagements he 
ty under, by the Promifes he made to his two Pre- 
feceffors ; and being very liberal out of -his own Money, 
awards repairing and beautitying the Houfe whereof 
ii was Governor, was, upon all Occafions, preffing 
vith fuch as were of Abilities, to contribute towards 
me Expences. Nor was the Dottor backward in fur- 
ifhing fuch Sums as he thought neceflary to be given 
a his Life-time, referving the fulfilling of his orher 
eefign’d Charities, “rill the Time of his Death; fince it 
wppears from the Account of his Disburfements, that he 
yontributed more than 1100 /, towards increafing Ex- 
vibitions, ¢yc. befides what he advanc’d for Books, and 
cher Neceffaries. \ 

In 1693, tne Dottor, who till then had fhewn To- 
cens of the greateft Averfion to Matrimony, by the 
‘olicitation of his Friends, was induc’d to think of al- 
ering his Condition, and the ‘Daughter of a certain 
wealthy Citizen, that {hall be Namelefs, was pitch’d 
ppon tor thac End. The Parents of the Lady, who

a Sort of an illegal Familiaricy, which in Procefs a 
Time made the defign’'d Bride very Sick, and difca 
verd an Amour that could not be any longer conceal’é 
from fuch penetrating Eyes as the Doétor’s. Hereupor 
tho’ the Dete¢tion of thefe unfair Praétices, which hae 
very nigh ‘made him Father another Man’s Child, re: 
vivd in him that Antipathy to Woman-kind, which h 
had laid afide for fome Time, he thought it advifeable 
without upbraiding his Miftrefs with Falfhood, whe 
might perhaps have been pre-engag’d to the Perfon tha:
